a ditch, and collide 
with a telephone 
pole. The car was damaged consider- 1 
ably, and the two women occupants of 
the machine were thrown out. 
Severely Injured 
At the local hospital, where the in­ 
jured motorists were 
taken shortly 
after the accident, it was learned that 
Mrs. U tz’s scalp was 
almost 
torn 
from her head, th a t she is still suffer­ 
ing from severe lacerations about the 
face and headband that she received 
a number of body bruises. 
Mrs. Marshall suffered a fracture 
of the right arm and shoulder, lacera­ 
tions about 
the face 
and head and 
also body bruises.

the two cars were on their

Marshall is said 
to have turned to the right to permit 
Vardonki to pass. 
The latter is said 
by officials to have cut sharply to the 
right when he passed the Marshall 
machine, causing the driver of the 
latter vehicle to turn into the ditch. 
His automobile plunged 
across

ditch and struck a telephone pole and 
turned over.

Vardonki stopped his machine and 
teturned to the 
wrecked 
car. 
He 
agreed to pay all dam ages as a result 
of the accident, but stated that he was 
in a hurry to keep an appointm ent in 
Gettysburg.

A plan to W ve every Child in the {i 
rural counties of the state physically j i 
fit before he enters school was placed j1 
in operation by the state health de- j 
partment when a travelling health and 
de n tai * Jot o mljtfi I e 
was 
dispatched! 
from Harrisburg to make a tour of j 
Hie ftiral counties of the state. 
The health car is manned by ex­ 
perts in child health. 
As the auto­ 
mobile journeys through the counties 
that now la'ck'thte health service given 
the more populous counties of the 
state, children who are to enter school 
in September will be brought to cen­ 
tral points by their parents. 
There 
they will be examined by the doctors 
in the health car, their physical de­ 
fects diagnosed and they will then be 
turned over to the physicians of their 
home communities for correction. 
Examine Thousands 
It is expected that thousands of 
children will be examined before the 
school term opens 
in 
Septempber. 
The health car will for the most part 
tour the fourth class school districts 
where the “little 
red 
schoolhouse” 
[furnishes 
most of the educational 
facilities of the agricultural counties. 
The travelling health clinic will visit 
Bedford, Somerset, Tioga, Potter and 
Wyoming counties this summer. 
As 
the work progresses, the health de­ 
partment hopes to add other health 
car* *o that eventually it will be pos­ 
sible to examine every child in the 
rural districts for physical ailments 
that might Interfere with bis school 
work before the
